FIRE AT 


The Peerless Refinery Almoat Com- 


pletely Destroyed This Morning. 


When west bound passenger train 


Ho. 3, due here at 2:45 o'clock on the 
L. E. A W., arrived here an hour 
and 35 minutes late, this morning, 
the train crew stated that the 1'eer- 
less refinery at Flndlay, was burning, 
and that the fire bad caused No. 3 to 
be delayed and hour and [50 minutes. 
Later, the following dispatch was re- 
ceived from Findlay: 


The most disastrous of the many 


fires that have occurred at the plant 
of the Peerless Refining company, 
was that which early this morning 
almost completely destroyed it. At 
about 1 o'clock a serle* of explosions 
took place in the "tail" house where- 
in were kept several tanks of ben- 
zine. 
The inflammable liquid at 


once took fire, and the room was con- 
verted into a" veritable mass of seeth- 
ing flames The five oil stills adja- 
cent soon caught fire and the flames 
then communicated to several tanks 
of oil. The whole plant seemed 
doomed. 


As soon as poss'ble after the explo- 


sion the men who were at work at 
| the refinery shot several holed into 
tank 44, a large 30,000 barrel tank, 


j thereby allowing the oil to flow out 
and saving another more disastrous 
explosion. 
An alarm was sent in and 


the department quickly responded, 
but were unable to do much except 
to keep the fire from Spreading to 
the new barrel house which baa been 
erected but a short time. 


From the stills the fire went to the 


two smaller tanks lying to the we?t 
and which together contained about 
32,000 barrels of oil which were burn- 
ing at the time of going to press. 


Billy Adams and Bill Bemus, two 


Btillmen, were burned by the explo- 
sion while attending to their duties, 
but it is not thought that they are 
seriously burned. Outside of those 
no other injuries were reported. 


The loss will be quite large as there 


were about 30,000 barrels of crude oil 
in the tanks that were destroyed. 
The damage to the stills will be 
great. A large quantity of benzine 
was lost by the -explosions. The loss 
will be about $25,ooo. 
The amount 


of the insurance was not learned.

By reason of their 
coming in contact with tbe traveling 
public the hotels consider them valu 
ible friends to have, for the reason 
that they are enabled to direct and 
attract custom, and, while they 
usually stop at the best hotels in tbe 
city, they receive such favors in the 
way of reduced rates as would - sur- 
prise tbe public. The conductor Is 
thus unjustly credited with being ex- 
travagant.

Ami Piugwill was just as in- 
tensely sensitive to the breath of scan- 
dal, which in matters literary is called 
criticism. No one could be thicker with 
a really chic author: no one readier to 
"cut" tho writer who foil under tho 
shadow of «'l verse comment.

uouniderably exceeds the supply; and 
without an occasional rain we would 
soon be compelled to cut off all the 
sprinkling services. We ask, there- 
fore, your earnest cooperation in 
tiding over this, the most trying time 
since these works were constructed.
